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Yash Chopra (b. 1932) 
Yash Chopra is currently one of the most successful producer/direc~ 
tors in the contemporary Hindi film industry with a career spanning 
‘over 40 years and at least one hit in each decade starting from the 
late 1950s. Born in Jullunder, Punjab, Chopra started his career as 
an assistant to director LS. Johar and then to elder brother BR. 
Chopra ~ also a producer/director. Chopra made several films for his 
brother's production company, BR. Films, the first in 1959, He 
started his own production company, Yashraj Films, in 1973, but 
directed for other producers throughout the 1970s. While his films 
have spanned many genres and themes, including some of Amitabh 
Bachchan's best known “angry young man* films (Dewar, Trishul, 
Kaala Patthar), Chopra is most identified with lavishly produced, 
upper-class love-stories centering around love triangles, extra-marital 
affairs, or conflicts between individual desire and family duty. His two 
sons have become involved in filmmaking as well. His elder son, 
‘Aditya who started assisting him in 1991, turned director in 1995 
with Dilwale Dulhaniya Le Jayenge (DDLJ), which Chopra produced. 
His younger son, Uday, made his acting debut in Mohabbatein 
(Loves; 2000), directed by Aditya and produced by Yash. Chopra's 
production company has now diversified into both domestic and over 
seas film distribution and has offices in London and New York. 
Chopra received the prestigious Dadasaheb Phalke Award for 2001.
